WASHINGTON (AP) — Turn­ 
ing its back on the White House 
and on its own leaders, the Sen­ 
ate has voted to ban aid to Yu­ 
goslavia and the United Arab 
Republic.

Thursday nailed

tions into the foreign aid author­ 
ization bill and approved anoth­ 
er amendment to keep the lid 
on assistance to Indonesia. 
For good measure, the Senate 
approved still another ban on 
aid—this to nations whose fish­ 
ing policies “violate freedom of 
the seas.”

closed up shop after its first 
night session 
since taking up 
foreign aid a week ago Monday. 
The slow and rocky road to 
passage

ther at paring the authorization 
or restricting how the funds be 
used. 
A voice 
vote 
brought 
home 
the amendment to deny Presi­ 
dent Kennedy any discretion to

slavia. 
Administration Plans 
Administration forces plan to 
fight later to restore the Presi­

the aid will promote the coun­ 
try’s independence. 
Thursday night’s fight 
came

help to any nation which the 
President determines is engag­ 
ing in or preparing for aggres­ 
sive action against the United 
Stites or any country receiving 
Pl S. assistance.

Gruening and other sponsors

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VISIT YOUR SCHOOL 
It s probably safe to say that many moth­ 
ers and most fathers seldom if ever drop 
around to see what kind of school their chil­ 
dren are attending. They just trust to luck 
that everything is fine. 
Sometimes, of course, this reflects blind 
faith in the school authorities and the com­ 
munity. More often, though, it indicates 
laziness, indifference or preoccupation with 
what seem to be more important things. 
Next to the home itself, the school is 
supposed to be the great molder of our 
youth.

The main purpose of Education Week 
this year is to remind people of education’s 
role in strengthening the nation. At no time 
in our history has a strong educational sys­ 
tem been so vital to the welfare of our 
country. This modern age requires that our 
children receive a solid background of 
knowledge in science, language, govern­ 
ment, economics—all of which are feeling 
the effects of new discoveries, new thinking, 
new needs. 
The manner in which tomorrow’s citizens 
are receiving this education should be of 
the deepest concern, not only to parents, 
but to all of us.

THE RURITANIAN VIEW OF U. S. POLICY 


If you were the foreign minister of a country 
— let us call it Ruritania, so as not to seem 
invidious — just how would you go about making 
sense of U. S. foreign policy? 
The first test, you might say, would bo to 
determine whom the U. S. regards as its enemy. 
Is it Khrushchev ? 
No, it can’t be Khrushchev. The U. S. has 
signed a nuclear test ban with him on terms ac­ 
ceptable to Moscow. It made no protest when its 
neighbor to the north, Canada, sold a lot of wheat 
to the Russians; indeed, it followed the Canadian 
sale with an offer of wheat on its own. Clearly, 
the U. S. wants a thriving Soviet Union and peace­ 
ful dealings with it on the basis of the post-Yalta, 
post-Potsdam status quo. 
Can the enemy of the U. S. be Mao Tse-tung? 
Averell Harriman has so identified the enemy. 
But whenever Chiang Kai-shek sends his son, or 
his staff of military planners, to the U. S. from 
Formosa to ascertain just how an attempt to 
undermine and overthrow the Red Chinese govern­ 
ment would sit with Washington, he gets a neg­ 
ative response. The U. S. Seventh Fleet is in 
Asiatic waters, so he is told, to protect Formosa 
Strait, not to give protection to Chiang Kai-shek 
troops w'ho might h>pe to leave the strait behind 
them, going west toward Nanking and Peiping. 
So we can’t be very serious about Mao Tse- 
tung as an enemy. We don’t want him in the 
United Nations, but we recognize, in a round-about 
way, that he is the boss of mainland China 
Owl the enemy of the U S he Castro? Yes 
up to a point. We express our displeasure at his 
anti-U. S. stance by enforcing a partial embargo 
against him. This is to say that U. S. ships are 
not sailing with supplies into Cuban ports. But 
we have yet seriously to twist the arms of any 
of our "allies’' who persist in selling anything to 
Castro that he can pay for. 
The foreign minister of Ruritania, locking more 
closely at our Cuban policy, would discover some 
mystifying things. We merely "deplore’’ it when 
Castro fires on a U. S. cargo boat carrying bauxite 
from Jamaica to a Gulf Coast port. But when a 
British ship puts into Key West with a load of 
Cuban refugees, we arrest the captain for not 
giving the U. S. immigration authorities notice 
that he wishes a docking permit. 
So is Castro really our enemy? If you were 
the foreign minister of Ruritania. would you be­ 
lieve it? 
Still, we must have enemies. The foreign min­ 
ister of Ruritania. looking at the Dominican Re­ 
public. might receive a clue. There a military dic­ 
tatorship rules, having recently deposed the "dem­ 
ocratic" Juan Bosch. The British have recognized 
the dictatorship, but Washington refuses to fol­ 
low suit. 
So the foreign minister of Ruritania might 
reasonably argue that the U. S. doesn’t like dic­ 
tatorships. Lifting his gaze from the Dominican 
Republic and staring at South Vietnam, where we 
have at least tacitly helped in overturning a tough 
government, the foreign minister of Ruritania 
might fancy' that he had discovered a corrobora­ 
tion of his insight. Inasmuch as it is ten-to-one 
that Ruritania is itself a dictatorship, this could 
hardly sit very well with the puzzled foreign min­ 
ister. 
Still and all. the Ruritanian could hardly re­ 
main satisfied for very long that he had hit upon 
the key to our foreign policy. We don’t really care 
about dictatorships 
provided they are old enough, 
and. not to put too fine a point upon it, Red 
enough. We lend money to dictator Tito. We give 
Sukarno the wherewithal to buy General Dynam 
ics’ surplus jet planes. We don’t seriously try to 
get any mitigation of the repressiveness practiced 
by the satellite dictatorships of eastern Europe 
when we make our deals or sign our treaties with 
Khrushchev. 
S t what must the foreign minister of Ruri­ 
tania conclude from all this? Plotting it in logical 
terms on a graph, he must conclude that the only 
enemy that Washington acknowledges is the dic­ 
tatorial government of a small, weak nation that 
is actively anti-Rod. 
So what would he the safest policy for Ruri­ 
tania to follow vis-a-vis the U. S.? Why, to be­ 
come firmly "neutral" against us. meanwhile show­ 
ing friendship tor Khrushchev. Castro and Tito. 
(Just as Ben Bella’s Algeria, incidentally, has 
done.)

WASHINGTON—A most sen­ 
sational revelation has just been 
made by Premier Khrushchev.

But if the Soviet troops 
have been given orders to fire 
without getting in touch with 
the Kremlin itself, it is conceiv­ 
able that bloodshed will occur 
long before any "hot line" could 
be put to use. 
It would appear that nothing 
is more important now for the 
United States government than 
to have a clear-cut understand­ 
ing with the Soviet Union as to 
what it intends to do in the area 
around Berlin and to ascertain 
whether Khrushchev has actual­ 
ly instructed his military forces

—The story behind R ussia’s sud­ 
den discovery of vast oil deposits 
in Brazil w here none exist might 
seem incredible to the rational 


mind.

lavish handouts of Alliance for 
Progress funds.

Chief actors in the oil dram a 
are W alter 
Link, 
a 
respected

oil “technicians” known as B aki­ 
rov and Tagiev and Gen. Albino 
Silva, 
president 
of 
Petrobras, 
Brazil’s Red-dom inated govern­ 
ment com pany for the explora­ 
tion and im portation of oil. 
It was at the request of P o 
trobras that Link spent six years 
looking for oil in Brazil. In his 


final report he took a ra th e r 
gloomy view of the country’s oil 
potential. But he recom m ended 
that while some areas should be 
w ritten off, some should be ex­ 
plored further. 
Richest C ountry 
Brazil, a huge country which 
covers 
alm ost 
half 
of 
South 
America, potentially is the rich­ 
est in the world. It has vast u n ­ 
tapped mineral resources — but 
not much oil. W a lter Link said 
so. His report outraged the top 
Reds and their agents who had 
m anaged 
to 
gain 
control 
of 
Petrobras. They denounced it as 
another plot against Brazil oh 
the part of “Y ankee im perial­ 
ism.” 
For if there is not much oil 
in Brazil there is obviously no 
need for Petrobras, which was 
created primarily to explore for 
the country’s oil deposits. But 
the Petrobas Reds had already 
prepared grand schemes to in­ 
crease 
their 
hold 
on 
Brazil’s 
economy. The schemes included 
the nationalization and control 
of the Brazilian holdings of the 
U. S. and other companies which 
sell oil to Brazil. 
Optimistic Report 
Thus it happened that Bakirov 


and Tagiev appeared last April. 
They w ere invited by P etrobras 
to confirm or deny L ink’s find­ 
ings. 
It took the Russians less than 
six m onths to subm it an optim is­ 
tic report about the huge coun­ 
try ’s 
oil 
potential. 
They 
even 
found 
that 
Brazil could q u ad ­ 
ruple 
her oil output 
by 
1970. 
This was announced by a triu m ­ 
phant General Silva at a press 
conference. 
The 
implication 
was 
clear: 
the 
lying 
Yankee 
imperialists 
w anted 
to 
keep 
Brazil 
down, 
while Russia, the natio n ’s g rea t­ 
est friend, cam e to her rescue. 
W hat 
deepened 
the 
m ystery 
was the fact th a t the two R us­ 
sian “technicians” cam e to Brazil 
not m erely as Soviet agents but 
also as “ n eu tra l” representatives 
of the United Nations. 
Refute Allegations 
Geologist Link, who now lives 
in the United States, has since 
refuted the R ussians’ allegations 
th a t Brazil has even “enough oil 
for export.” In a letter to Rio's 
Jornal de Brazil Link w rote th a t 
“for

scale accum ulation 
(of oil de­ 
posits) there are lacking a se­ 
quence of geological events and 


conditions 
propitious 
for

m en tary deposits.” This is a geo­ 
logical 
fact

cannot change,” Link said. 
But 
N ikita 
K hrushchec 
had 
the last laugh, after all. Gen. 
Silva 
has announced

struction of two 45,000-barrel-a- 
day oil refineries in Porto Alegre 
and Belo Horizonte which the 
troubled Brazilians, plagued by a 
ravaging inflation and economic 
chaos,

A sect known as the Brethren 
of Early Christianity practices 
communal 
living to a degree 
that forbids any of the 95 per­ 
sons living on the farm from 
possessing 
either 
money 
or 
property. 
Brother Alexander Bago, one 
of three elected trustees who 
administer 
(he 
community, 
quotes 
Marx 
in 
defining 
its 
aims: "From each according to 
his ability: to each according to 
his need.” 
But he emphasizes that the 
farm is operated in conformity 
with the word of God and in the 
style of early Christianity. 
“All things, all things in com­ 
mon, so doth the Bible read; all 
things, all things in common, 
the spirit gently pleads,” the 
brethren 
sing, 
convinced 
they 
are living by the Book of Acts. 
The sect, derived from the I 


Hutterites, was founded in 1931 
on a farm near Kitchener, IO 
miles 
northeast 
of 
here, 
by 
Brother Julius Kubasek. There 
were only three adults and three 
children in the first community. 
During 
the 
depression 
the 
community transferred its hold­ 
ings to Bremen, Sask., and later 
to Yarrow, B.C., where mem­ 
bership grew to 21. In 1940 a 
farm was bought near here. 
The community, with its cen­ 
tral treasury providing for the 
needs of all its members, is al­ 
most 
self-supporting. 
Women 
pack and freeze produce for the 
table. 
Homemade 
bread 
and 
farm-produced meat are served. 
There is a modem, two-room 
sch<x)l 
building 
providing 
ele­ 
mentary education to the eighth 
grade level. Those who continue 
on may take Department of Ed­ 
ucation correspondence courses. 
The doors are open for any 
who want to leave and there is 
a welcome—along with a year­ 
long preparatory period — for 


those 
who want

brethren. 
“Communal living means we 


must learn to bear one another’s 
burdens,” 
says Brother Orval 
Baer. “People who have lived 
a life of self-indulgence would 
find some things here a real 
cross.”
